Thk course of currency legislation 
in Congress is now being watched with 
gteat interest. The probability that 
the Republican claiming a Beat from 
Oregon in the Senate is not to be per- 
mitted to occupy that sent makes it 
somewhat uncertain as to whether the 
Republicans will be able to control the 
Senate in the matter of financial legis- 
lation. It is, however, thought that a

DANGER SIGNALS 

Are Reported to Be Up in the 
; Klondike Regions. 



A Serious Customs Dispute With the 
British Authorities. 




Wabhisotom, Jan. B8.— Danger sig- 
nal* are up in Klondike. It is not 
starvation this time, but a customs dis- 
pute with the British authorities, which 
may take on a Berious phase. 

The bellicose resolutions passed by 
the British Columbian board of trade 
and forwarded to the Dominion gov- 
ernment and to the Toronto board of 
trade are read here with mixed incre- 
dulity and alarm. They recite that 
the United States customs regulations 
require a duty on British goods in- 
tended for Klondike when they are un- 
loaded at Skaguway or Dyea, or else 
the merchants are compelled to pay 
for a United States treasury agent 
to escort the goods in bond to the 
Canadian frontier. 

These regulations are denounced as 
obnoxious, and a demand is made upon 
the Dominion government to close the 
Skaguwa/ trail. White Pass, Clillkoot 
Pass and other passes until tho United 
States can be "brought to terms." 

The Canadian merchants will get no 
. relief. United States officials will not 
permit Canadian goods to pass over 
American territory unless duty is paid, 
or they are underguard until Canadian 
•oil Is reached again. 

It is beginning to be realize. I that 
there are danger points in this Klon- 
dike situation. Should the dominion 
government attempt to close the Skag- 
uway Pass in an effort "to bring the 
United States to its knees" trouble 
wouW surely follow. While the Wash- 
ington authorities might act with for- 
bearance 80,000 impatient American 
miners stopped on the border of their
